‘shall not be infringed.” 

Many have attempted varied 
interpretations of these words. 
We prefer to believe that the 
simple, straight-forward lang- 
uage means exactly what it 
says. We are constrained to re- 
member, however, that this is 
the United States’ Constitution, 
and as such pertains to the pow- 
ers of the Federal Government. 
These words of the founding 
fathers told their newly-formed 
national government what it 
‘may not do; and set forth that 
all powers not expressly dele- 
gated to it were to be reserved 
to the several states, among 
them the police powers to regu- 
late in the interest of public 
safety. 

It is interesting to note that 
under two powers expressly 
laelegated to the Federal Gov- 
ernment—the power to tax and 
the power to control interstate 
commerce—the United States 
Congress enacted the National 
Firearms and the Federal Fire- 
arms Acts respectively, Both 
these laws actually control the 
ownership or transporting of 
firearms in some degree. Both 
[laws have been supported gen- 
[erally by the courts, although 
at least one provision of the 
Federal Firearms Act has been 
held unconstitutional. It is pos- 
sible that other specific provi- 
sions might be also held uncon- 
stitutional, but there seems to 
be little doubt that basically 
the two laws cannot be attack- 
ed on constitutional grounds. 
rly all the 48 states have, 
either in their constitutions or 
in their statutes, a provision 
markedly similar to the Second 
Amendment to the United States 
Constitution, referring specifi- 
cally to the ‘right to bear arms.’ 

Under these guarantees some 
of the very early state laws re- 
stricting the carrying of con- 
cealed weapons were rule un- 
constitutional. A case of this 
sort occurred in Kentucky in 
1822; subsequently the Ken- 
tucky Constitution was amend- 
ed. Today, there is no state 
which does not regulate to some 
degree the carrying of concealed 
weapons. Their power to do so, 
in furtherance of the health, 
safety, and general welfare of 
[the people, is seemingly estab- 
lished beyond question. 

We do not hold, nor have we 
ever held, that the right to keep 
and bear arms carries ‘with it 
the right to go about armed 
without reason; the right of the 
addicted, criminal, or mentally 
unbalanced to possess weapons 
for their own or others’ destruc- 
tion; or the right of the law- 
abiding citizen to do whatever 
he wants whenever he wants 
without control of any kind. 

Any right carries with it cer- 
tain responsibilites and, in dis- 
charging those responsibilites, 
we surrender none of the basic 
right. 

In this case the basic right, 
as we see it, i» the right of the 
lawful citizen to own personal 
weapons and to use those wea- 
pons lawfully for recreation and 
for personal and national de- 
fense. The accompanying re- 
sponsibilities are to see to it 
that we use our weapons safe- 
ly, lawfully, and in observance 
of those controls imposed by 
proper authority for the welfare 
of all. 

This is not to say that allj 
proposed firearms controls are| 
desirable or that they are all 
constitutional. It is to say that 
certain controls such as those 
which now exist over the 
‘wearing’ of concealed weapons 
are clearly constitutional and 
their being so does not affect 
the basic right to bear arms. 

Going about armed with a 
concealed weapon is a privlege 
which the community properly 
reserves for those possessed of 


good reason. The fact that we 
gre required to show reason for 
being granted the privilege of 
going armed with a concealed 
weapon should not be inter- 
preted as an infringement upon 
the right to keep and bear arms. 

Undoubtedly there is an in- 
alienable right to own and to 
use private weapons for lawful 
purposes, This right is not cast 
in doubt by state laws control- 
ling certain actions under their 
police power. On the other 
hand, the right can be infringed 
by unreasonable controls not 
related to the publie safety or 
public welfare, and by the will 
ful or arbitrary exercise of 
authority by appointed or elect- 
ed officials. 

Thesé thoughts should be 
borne in mind as we continue 
our never-ending vigil agaihst 
unwise and unduly restrictive 
Igun legislation. Our arguments 
must be tempered with judg- 
ment if they are to prevail. 

Finally, the right to keep and 
bear arms impo obligation 
to use them, when needed, in 
defense of the nation. It was 
Í this obligation in particular that 
fostered the enactment of the 
Second Amendment at the first 
assembly of the Federal Con- 
gress 166 years ago. It js an ob- 
ligation that has been a primary 
object of the National Rifle A: 
sociation of America from 1871 
onward, For we, more than any 
other organization in the United 


States, know that the right to

World War II Vets Get 
One Year For Schooling 
Two Years For Loans 


World War II veterans in 
Florida have one year from Ju- 
ly 25 in which to complete GI 
training and two years in which 
to apply for GI loans, they were 
reminded today by V. S. Park- 
er manager of the Miami Re- 
gional Office. 

July 25, 1956, marks the end 
of the education program for all 
but a few of the World War II 
veterans now in training under 
the original GI Bill. 

GI training payments to 
schools and veterans will stop 
on that date even though a vet- 
eran may still have unused 
trainihg entitlowent or be in 
the middle of: course 

The GI loan progtam. now at 
peak activity, has two more 
years to run, comifig to end for 
practically all World War II 
veterans on July 25, 1957. 

The small group of veterans 
‘exempted from these two dead- 
lines are those who enlisted or 
reenlisted under the Armed 


Forces Voluntary Recruitment 
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Act between October 6, 1945 
and October 5, 1946. These vet- 
erans have nine years from the 
end of their enlistment or re- 
enlistment to finish GI training 
land ten years to apply for GI 
loans. 

More than 90 per cent of the 
loans—3,750,000—were for the 
purchase of homes, Business 
loans totalled 220,00 and farms 
loans numbered 67,000. 

More than 7,800,000—or half 
of all who served in World War 
IL—received some sort of edu- 
cation or training under the GI 
Bill since 1944. 

The peak of the GI Bill edu- 

cation and training program 
was reached in 1947 when more 
than 2,500,000 World War II 
veterans were in schools, on- 
the-job training establishments, 
or on farms throughout 
country. 

Only about 138,000 World 
War II veterans are still in 
training under the original GI 
Bill.

Rose Growers Soon 
Will Have Variety 
Of One-Shot Dusts 


Rose growers soon will have 


a variety of one-shot dusts to |»; 


fight insects, mites and fungus 
blights. The U. S. Department 
of Agriculture has developed 
six multi-purpose rose dusts. 
Each dust combination prevents 
damage by such common in- 
sects as aphids and leaf-hop- 
pers, by spider mites and by 
black spot and mildew disease 
organisms. 

For some time commercial 
firms have sold one-shot dusts. 
According to USDA any dust 
formulations containing the 
combinations listed below 
should be efective: 

Five per cent DDT and one 
per cent lindane as insecticides, 
plus one of the following fungi- 
cide-miticide combinations: (1) 
3.4 per cent copper, 25 per cent 
sulfur, 1.5 per cent Aramite; 
(2) 3.4 per cent copper, 25 per 
cent sulfur, 4 per cent mala- 
thion; (3) 7.6 per cent ferbam, 
25 per cent sulfur, 1.5 per cent 
Aramite; (4) 7.6 per cent fer- 
bam, 1.0 per cent Karathane, 
1.5 per cent Aramite; (5) 6 per 
cent zineb, 1.5 per cent Ara- 
mite; (6) 6 per cent zineb, 1 per 
cent Karathane, 1.5 per cent 
Aramite.
